HARLOW’S longest-serving shop owner, who has 
traded in the town for almost 60 years, is calling for 
an urgent meeting to discuss what he believes is a 
crisis facing the town centre. 

Florist Bernard Chapman hopes to persuade 
landlords, shop owners, representatives of the 
Harvey Centre, councillors and the town MP to take 
part. 

His call follows the closure of the Marks & 

Spencer store in The High earlier this year and 
news that the Robert Dyas shop in Harvey Centre 
Approach will shut on May 1. 

Incompetent 

“I am watching the town I love descend because of 
incompetent management,” said 79-year-old Mr 
Chapman. 

“Something needs to be done to prevent the town 
centre from becoming even more of a disaster 
area. 

“Harlow is going to expand. This could be a town 
of 150,000 people in a few years time and it must 
have a town centre. 

“What I believe should happen is a meeting of as 
many people as possible so we can grill those 
responsible for the rapidly-growing decline.”

PARAMEDICS sent to a hit-and-run 
road accident in Epping Forest were 
recalled to base after it was established 
the “victim” was a squirrel. 

In another case a woman dialled 999 
to report she was feeling sick after 
eating too much takeaway food while a 
third said she had locked herself out of 
her home after going shopping. 

These are just three of the incidents 
highlighted in a report by the East of 
England Ambulance Service of inap¬ 
propriate calls made to the emergency 
service. 

EEAST receives on average around 
2,500 calls a day but not all of them are 
life-threatening or require emergency 
care. 

Over the past two years control room 
staff handled 1,248 hoax calls. Crews 
have attended almost half of them 
believing them to be genuine emer¬ 
gencies. 

This week the trust warned that 
inappropriate or prank calls could

advice services to people with 
alcohol and drug problems has 
officially opened its new premises in 
Harlow town centre.

On 
Sunday hundreds of groups up and 
down the country, including Har¬ 
low, held special ‘Big FifTEA’ 
parties to mark the anniversary. 

Supported by a network of volun¬ 
teer drivers and hosts, the tea 
parties in Harlow provide people 
over the age of 75 with regular face- 
to-face contact. 

The parties always take place on 
a Sunday when most other services 
are unavailable and older people 
can feel particularly lonely. 

Harlow volunteer Carol Bracher 
said: “Every month I see the dif¬ 
ference that the tea parties we hold 
here make to local older people who 
are lonely and isolated. 

“Friendships have formed 
between younger volunteers and 
older guests who really look for¬ 
ward to spending an afternoon hav¬ 
ing a tea, cake and a good chat.

Trader says we need to 
‘stop the rot’ in Harlow 

Florist says his heart bleeds when he thinks of town centre

HARLOW’S longest serving 
trader is warning that urgent 
action must be taken to “stop 
the rot” which he says has 
turned the town centre into a 
disaster area. 

Bernard Chapman has 
traded as a florist since the 
dawn of the new town in 1956 
and is the only original retail¬ 
er still in business. His shop in 
West Gate is just outside the 
entrance to the Harvey 
Centre. 

Among Mr Chapman’s cus¬ 
tomers have been members of 
the Royal Family, romantic 
novelist Dame Barbara Cart- 
land and showbusiness 


celebrities including Rod 
Stewart, Cliff Richard, Pink 
Floyd guitarist Dave Gilmour 
and actor Ray Winstone. 

During his 59 years as a 
trader in the town he has seen 
made changes and has exper¬ 
ienced both good and bad 
times, but he says the town 
centre today is as bad as he 
has ever seen it. 

“It is a disaster area,” he 
said. “This end of town is com¬ 
pletely dead, it wasn’t looked 
after at crucial times. There is 
no exclusivity in Harlow and 
car park prices are hideous. 

“My heart bleeds when I see 
the way the north part of the 
town centre has gone down. It 
reminds me of someone sit¬ 
ting in their garden watching 
their house burn down and 


saying afterwards ‘I think per¬ 
haps I should have phoned the 
fire station’.” 

Mr Chapman fears the clos¬ 
ure of the Little Walk shop¬ 
ping mall will only make 
matters worse and is critical 
of “idiot landlords” who he 
claims buy up units with no 
intention of turning them into 
shops. 

Million 

“I know that a minimum of 
10 of those units could be let,” 
he said. “Someone has closed 
it all down and gets no income 
at all when he could have half 
a million pounds in rent. 

“If they were going to knock 
it down and build a new shop 
that would be lovely. But how 
long is it going to sit there? 


One year, two years? It’ll still 
be in a mess. 

“They are going to say they 
can’t let the shop units and 
they want to turn it over to 
flats as they want a regular 
income. I’ve been told there 
are sufficient retail premises 
in the town now, but that’s 
rubbish. 

“Harlow is going to expand. 
This is a town of 100,000 people 
and it could be 150,000 in a few 
years-time. It must have a 
town centre.” 

Mr Chapman is calling for a 
meeting to give traders the 
chance to meet with land¬ 
lords, councillors, represent¬ 
atives of the Harvey Centre 
owners and the town’s MP to 
discuss the crisis which he 
says is facing the town 


centre. 

He hopes that this will lead 
to a constructive and positive 
plan of action to “stop the 
rot”. 

“Common sense will pre¬ 
vail but at times I feel talking 
to landlords is like a primary 
school teacher talking to chil¬ 
dren,” he said. 

“People from Epping don’t 
come to Harlow to go to 
Tesco because they’ve got 
their own. 

“We need to pull together to 
offer shoppers something 
exclusive to get them spend¬ 
ing again.”

Vulnerable 
hit hardest 

SIR At the General Election 
hustings at St Paul’s Church on 
April 9 Conservative candidate 
Robert Halfon claimed that the 
most vulnerable people had been 
protected from the benefit cuts 
introduced by the coalition 
government. 

Mr Halfon’s assertion is 
simply not true. Everyone 
dependent upon benefits is, by 
definition poor. All are 
vulnerable and all have been hit 
by benefit cuts. 

Post-Thatcher Conservative 
politicians are prone to succumb 
to the temptation to blame 
poverty on the poor. If there is no 
such thing as society, then social 
problems must be the fault of the 
victims. Thus when addressing 
the growing size of the housing 
benefit budget, the Cameron- 
Clegg government blamed the 
tenants and cut their benefit 
rather than acting to re-establish 
rent controls and reverse the 
extortionate increases in rent 
imposed by unscrupulous 
landlords. 

It was said by London mayor 
Boris Johnson - a member of Mr 
Halfon’s party - that cuts in 
housing benefit could lead to 
social cleansing, an exodus of 
poor people from the urban 
areas in which they have been 
born and raised. His prediction 
has come to pass; poor tenants 
with young children have been 
forced to leave London and move 
to other towns and cities. 

Last year the Star reported a 
39 per cent increase in the theft 
of food from shops in Harlow and 
a 67 per cent increase in 
referrals to Harlow Foodbank. 
The government is leaving some 
of the most vulnerable people in 
our society with the choice of 
theft or suicide.

Scandal of 
world wealth 

SIR Apart from his belief in 
God, I agree with most of what 
Dennis Nadin said in his letter 


(‘We want fair share for all’, 
April 9). 

If the world’s wealth were 
fairly shared then everyone 
could have all the basic 
necessities of life and a 
reasonable amount of the 
modern amenities that 
contribute to our quality of life. 

That so many do not, both 
globally and even in this rich 
country, while others have riches 
beyond avarice is a scandal and 
totally unsustainable. No-one 
needs to be a multi-millionaire, 


still less a billionaire, to have a 
reasonably happy and fulfilled 
life, as I can personally testify. 

A civilised society values all of 
its citizens and provides many 
benefits for them, not only 
monetary. But sticking for the 
moment to the narrow definition 
of benefits in monetary terms, 
the only criterion for the level of 
benefit is, or should be, the need 
of the recipient. 

The unfairness resulting from 
the fact that a working 
household may receive less in 
wages than a similar one on 
benefits is actually the reverse of 
the one touted by the Tories and 
sadly commonly believed. It is 
wages that are too low, not 
benefits too high, especially 
when a large proportion actually 
goes to greedy landlords rather 
than to the person in need. 

Indeed, it is not generally 
realised that many benefit 
recipients are in work. Rent 
controls and, in the longer term, 
phasing out of most private 
renting in favour of council 
housing is the way to reduce the 
benefit bill. 

The minimum wage was a 
significant achievement of the 
Labour government but it was 
set at far too low a level. No-one 
should work for anything less 
than a genuine living wage. 

There are, of course, wider 
issues as well. Many of the 
current low-paid jobs - care 
workers, hospital cleaners, 
refuse collectors and even Tesco 
shelf-stackers - make a greater 
contribution to the collective 
good than more “prestigious” 
and much higher paid 
occupations. 

It has been suggested there 
should be a maximum wage as 
well as a minimum. I agree and 
it should be far, far lower than 
the millions received (not 
earned) by the fatcat bankers, 
hedge fund managers etc. 

Finally, in his letter of April 2, 
B. Kitchener claims that the 
country’s debt was created by 
the Labour government paying 
out too many benefits. This is 
just plain nonsense which has 
been refuted many times by 
leading economists. 

Prior to the 2008 crash, both 
the Labour government and the 
Tory opposition accepted the 
neo-liberal orthodoxy of the day 
- that the market was supreme, 
and light regulation of the 
financial industry was in order, 
while the Tories, who of course 
first removed controls on capital 


flows in Thatcher’s time, wished 
to go even further in 
deregulation. 

They were both wrong but the 
global financial crisis originated 
with the collapse of US banks, 
not in the UK. And the debt 
resulted from the billions of 
pounds of quantitive easing paid 
to the banks to prevent a total 
collapse of the global financial 
system.

Tethered horses 
on green spaces

THE wish of a little girl from 
Harlow came true with the help of 
a charity that supports young 
people with muscle-wasting 
diseases. 

Nine-year-old Jasmine Eardly 
was whisked off to Paradise Wild¬ 
life Park in Broxbourne by The 
Muscle Help Foundation to meet 
her favourite animal - the 
meerkats. 

She had an exclusive surprise 
meeting with the native African 
creatures and was given her own 
meerkat adoption kit by Lynn 
Whitnall, chief executive officer 
of Paradise Wildlife Park. 

Jasmine has type II spinal mus¬ 
cular atrophy, which is charac¬ 
terised by muscle weakness that 
develops in children between the 
ages of six and 12 months. 

Atrophy 

This condition is characterised 
by progressive muscle weakness 
and atrophy of the limb muscles 
associated with motor neurone 
loss in the spinal cord. 

Children with type II can sit 
without support, although they 
may need help getting to a seated 
position. Individuals with this 
type of spinal muscular atrophy 
cannot stand or walk unaided. 

Jasmine was nominated by her 
teacher Sarah Jeffery, who said: 
“Thank you all so much for Jas¬ 
mine’s amazing day - it was such 
a lovely day. What your charity 
does is just fantastic.” 

Following her visit the wildlife 
park Jasmine and her family and 
friends were treated to a spec¬ 
tacular meerkat-themed after¬ 
noon tea at Fanhams Hall near 
Ware. This was followed with a 
karaoke sing-a-long. 

“Much fun was had by all,” 
added Sarah.

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Parents’ anger at 
school decisions 


Brothers separated by admissions ruling

A MOTHER says she is worried for her 
health after her son failed to get a place 
at the same primary school as his 
brother. 

While 87 per cent of children in 
Essex were offered their first choice 
and 93 per cent their first or second, 
many missed out altogether, and will 
have to send their children to a school 
further away. 

Mother-of-three Alessia Morena, 26, 
who lives in Potter Street, Harlow, said 
she is “stressed” at the thought of 
doing two school runs and worried 
about her health after her younger son 
Max, four, was unable to get a place at 
any of her four chosen primary 
schools. 

Max was given a place at Potter 
Street Primary Academy despite Mrs 
Morena’s oldest son Harry, seven, 
already attending Henry Moore 
Primary School, which had been their 
first choice. 

She said: “He did not get any of our 
first four choices, despite the fact I 
wrote to the Essex County Council 
about my mental health problems. 

“Now I’m worried that having to do 
two school runs will be too much for 
me to handle. I’m worried about my 
health. My doctors are saying it’s a bad 
idea for me. 


“There are so many people I know 
who have not got places,” added Mrs 
Morena, who also has a three-year-old 
daughter Amelia who attends nursery. 
She also applied to Fawbert and Barn¬ 
ard Primary School, Church Langley 
Primary and Ivy Chimneys in Epping. 

Family friend and neighbour Stacey 
Bristow, 28, was also unable to get to 
secure a place for her son Noah at any 
of her first four choices and was also 
given a place at Potter Street. 

Disappointed 

She said: “I feel disappointed and 
upset. I’m now having to re-think 
things, and I am considering sending 
him to a school out of the area.” 

Ms Bristow says she is concerned 
about the academic performance of 
the school. 

Essex County Council said that of 
the 1,284 applications from Harlow 
there were 18 cases where a parent did 
not get an offer of any of their four 
preferences 

Cllr Chris Kiernan, interim director 
for commissioning education and life¬ 
long learning, told the Star: “It is true 
that some parents - mostly although 
not solely in areas of significant pupil 
growth - are not allocated one of their 
four preferences. 

“This will obviously be a disappoint¬ 
ment to those parents, but it should not 
have come as a surprise. 


“All the information is available in 
the admissions booklet for parents to 
know their chances of getting into a 
school they prefer. 

“Parents want, quite understand¬ 
ably, to get a place at the best schools 
near them. However, these schools are 
invariably popular, and many have, as 
a consequence, tight catchments.” 

He added: “The legal obligation of 
the local authority is to ensure there is 
a school place available for every par¬ 
ent who wants one. In very difficult 
circumstances the council has met 
this requirement every year and is 
confident of its ability to do so into the 
future.”

Majority get first choice despite pressure on places 


MORE than 87 per cent of parents 
applying for primary school places for 
their children in September have been 
offered their first preference, according to 
Essex County Council. 

Despite increasing pressure for places, 
County Hall said that 93.3 per cent of 
children due to start in reception class 
had been given either their first or second 
choice of schools. 

The county council dealt with more 
than 16,500 applications, with parents 
receiving notification on Thursday. 


Chris Kiernan, ECC’s interim director 
for commissioning: education and lifelong 
learning, said: “I am delighted we have 
once again been able to offer the vast 
majority of children their parents’ first 
preference primary school despite the 
growing pressure on places. 

“This achievement is a further 
demonstration of the continued 
investment we are making in creating 
additional primary school places, as well 
as the hard work and dedication of 
schools and admissions staff.” 


He added: “I am well aware that many 
parents will have been waiting nervously 
ahead of primary offer day but I hope 
they will be pleased with the outcome and 
can now look forward to their children 
starting school for the very first time in 
September.” 

Earlier this year ECC received 
confirmation from the Department of 
Education of a new £41.4m grant, 
bringing the total funding to support the 
creation of new school places over a four- 
year period up to 2017/18 to £137.7m.

WITH just two weeks to go before voters in 
Harlow go to the polls to elect the town’s next 
MP, the seven General Election candidates 
have been out and about canvassing for 
votes. 

So far the spotlight has mainly fallen on a 
national agenda of party policies, with local 
issues being consigned to the sidelines. 

This week the Star gave all seven parlia¬ 


mentary candidates the chance to voice their 
views on two local issues which regularly fea¬ 
ture in readers’ letters - the state of the town 
centre and local train services. The candidates 
were invited to submit 150-word answers in 
which to state their case on both issues. This is 
what they had to say.

As MP for Harlow, how 
would you encourage 
redevelopment and business 
into the town centre? 

■ ROBERT HALFON 

My relatives owned the old John Walton 
clothes shop near Market Square which 
opened in the 1950s. My cousin, 
alongside countless residents, told me 
how wonderful Harlow town centre was 
in its hey-day. 

For years we’ve been promised by one 
council after another real regeneration 
but apart from the Water Gardens and 
Harvey Centre not much has happened. 

I would welcome the opportunity to 
work with the council on regenerating 
the town. We need our town centre 
properly cleaned and maintained. 

The Government has helped Harlow 
businesses by cutting business taxes, 
giving a £2,000 National Insurance 
rebate and a £1,000 business rates cut 
for small shops. We need to attract 
business with lower taxes and real 
renewal of our town centre. 

I believe the council should 
implement free WiFi across the town to 
ensure that the public and businesses 
have every opportunity to join the 
internet age. 

■ SUZY STRIDE 

I’d work constructively with Harlow 
Council to help aid regeneration in the 
town centre and it would be a key 
priority for me. 

I would also look to set up an all-party 
group of MPs from new towns across 
the country so that we can up the 
profile of the new towns nationally and 
make the case for government action on 
regeneration in these areas. 

In the same way that there was a 
move for regeneration of inner cities 20 
years ago, we now need a similar push 
in places like Harlow. 

Nationally, I’d be lobbying for 
Labour’s promise of Elm new high 
technology green jobs to be of benefit to 
Harlow. 

I’d also support Labour’s plan to 
freeze business rates for small 
businesses and set up a regional 
network of green investment banks to 
boost lending for SMEs. 

■ GEOFF SEEFF 

Town centre regeneration is the domain 
of the local authority. However, as 
evidenced by the withdrawal of Marks 
and Spencer, the advent of internet 
shopping coupled with the easily 
accessible malls of Stratford City, 
Thurrock and Blue Water means that 
Harlow cannot expect to secure 
regeneration through retail 
development. 

I would encourage the council to use 
CIL (Community Infrastructure Levy) 
money, TIF (Tax Increment Financing) 
and seek grant funding (eg Arts 
Council) that would allow local 
organisations such as The Playhouse 
and the college to work together and 
create a cultural quarter, building on 
the opportunity of Harlow’s respected 
regional reputation in the arts. 

This initiative would then gather a 
momentum of its own, drawing in a 
range of cultural and leisure amenities, 
restaurants, bars and clubs and, in due 
course, residential development. 

In this way Harlow’s town centre can 
become a safe and vibrant place in 
which to live, study and work. 

■ SAM STOPPLECAMP 

For the town centre I would start with 
reducing business rates to attract small 
business. 

Ukip has also been about reducing 
bureaucracy and red tape so we can 
make it more simple for enterprising 
people to realise their dream. 

Much work has been done for the 
Enterprise Zone here in Harlow but still 
after five years we have yet to see any 
new business or, in fact, any of it 
completed. 

This is endemic of Harlow Council. In 
Harlow Common we have waited for a 
redevelopment of Prentice Place. It has 
taken 12 years and tens of thousands of 
pounds to still have no detailed answer 
to what will be done. 


We need good councillors pushing for 
completion on project. 

■ MURRAY SACKWILD 

As MP I would be keen to encourage 
new local enterprises, with start-up 
subsidies, to establish new businesses 
in the town centre, giving it an 
independent, attractive, 
environmentally friendly, re-invigorated 
feel and moving away from the clone 
town image that many new towns have. 

I would, however, insist on real full 
and part-time posts in these new stores, 
paid on a living wage. 

I would encourage more licensed 
street stalls to give a cheaper foot-up to 
young local residents to establish new 
exciting ventures, introducing a high 
street bustle and buzz. 

Cheaper, efficient, low emission and 
more frequent council-owned buses 
would also bring more local people to 
shop and browse. More buses from the 
train station and outlying areas of the 
town and surrounding villages would 
also be beneficial. 

■ EDDY BUTLER 

One of the main disincentives to the 
development and prosperity of the 
businesses in Harlow town centre are 
the parking charges levied by the car 
parks. There are a tiny number of 30- 
minutes free parking bays. 

There should be free parking in the 
car parks and at all local shopping 
centres. This will attract customers and 
encourage more businesses to open up, 
including premium outlets such as the 
new Five Guys burger restaurant. 

Harlow could be a major retail and 
leisure magnet for shopping and the 
arts. This will provide jobs and improve 
the quality of life for residents. 

One of the problems is that Velizy 
Avenue acts as a barrier between the 
college and the Leisurezone and the 
town centre. A means of building a wide 
green pedestrian bridge or perhaps a 
covered all-weather crossing linking 
straight to the town centre should be 
investigated. 

■ DAVE BROWN 

Small businesses and shops are being 
squeezed and driven out by giant 
corporations, unaffordable rents, rates, 
and taxation. 

This year Robert Halfon voted for 
£30bn worth of further cuts, the Labour 
Party and Ukip pledge continued 


austerity and offer nothing different. 
Only TUSC offers Harlow people a way 
to change society. 

Decisions about how the town centre 
could be redeveloped should be made at 
a local level - with a market, small 
independent shops, reuse and repair 
services, arts, culture and green spaces 
to be considered. 

The handing over of properties to 
private landlords and more faceless flats 
must stop. Revitalise the Stone Cross 
area which has become lifeless. 

These things are possible when we 
tax the super-rich one per cent and 
work for the benefit of the 99 per cent. 

2 How would you improve train 
services to and from Harlow? 
What would you do to increase 
the capacity and reliability of 
the trains? 

■ ROBERT HALFON 

Throughout my five years as Harlow 
MP I have met regularly with Abellio 
Greater Anglia and the Government to 
press for improvements to the service 
and our stations. 

I have held Abellio to account by 
representing residents affected by bad 
service. Over the coming months we 
expect to see new and better carriages, 
the introduction of smart card ticketing, 
easier ways to claim compensation, 
better train maintenance and 
improvements to some of our stations. 

If I am re-elected I will continue to 
fight for better services and to keep rail 
prices lower. I am glad that we froze rail 
fares for 2014 and 2015 and capped the 
fare increase rail companies can 
enforce, a stark difference to the 11 per 
cent fare increase under Labour. 

A future Conservative government 
will freeze rail fares in line with 
inflation for the next five years, saving 
each season ticket holder an average of 
£400 every year. 

■ SUZY STRIDE 

I’d push for the infrastructure 
improvements we need on the line to 
improve the service. In particular I am 
keen to see a four-tracking of the 
railway line. 

Improvements in public transport are 
a vital component in the regeneration of 
Harlow. Four-tracking would 
significantly improve resilience (so that 
breakdowns do not impact the route) 
and capacity, which along with 


improvements to signalling and level 
crossings would also improve journey 
times. 

Simply lengthening trains and, as a 
consequence, platforms, while 
important, will not be enough. 

I do worry that local commuters in 
Harlow aren’t getting a fair deal from 
the current system for companies to run 
the franchise on routes. The franchise 
needs to be reviewed and I will support 
plans to do this. 

I’ll also support Labour’s plan to 
allow public sector operators to bid for 
franchises and challenge the private 
train operators to drive up quality of 
the service and value for money. We’d 
also cap train fares. 

■ GEOFF SEEFF 

Abellio Greater Anglia’s performance 
has been improving over the past year. 
With the exception of the Stansted 
Express, in recent months over 92 per 
cent of its services have met the 
published timetables. 

This has to some extent been 
achieved at the cost of overcrowding 
and litter on peak-time commuter 
trains. 

I don’t know enough about Network 
Rail’s capacity on the east of England 
track and stations but if there is 
sufficient I would encourage Abellio to 
consider adding one or two extra 
services on the most popular route 
(Cambridge to London) over the two- 
hour morning and evening peak times. 

If commuters can be reasonably 
assured of a seat in a clean train, more 
may be tempted out of their cars and 
thereby provide the additional revenues 
needed to run the extra service. 

■ SAM STOPPLECAMP 

As with all train services, investment 
for the tracks and trains should be a 
priority. 

Let’s drop HS2 and invest the money 
in all the existing rail links to improve 
services a bigger proportion of the 
commuters. It will be amazing how far 
£50bn would go if spread around the 
country. 

UKIP is not in control and doesn’t 
always have all the information, but if 
given a chance we could find even better 
solutions to make everyone’s lives a 
little better. 

■ MURRAY SACKWILD 

I fully support Green policy of taking all 
privately owned train companies into 


public ownership. This would certainly 
include the shoddy Abellio Greater 
Anglia service. 

A much better service - with fares 
frozen for two years (and only rising at 
the rate of inflation thereafter) and a 
greater range of special offers during 
the day - will serve the people of 
Harlow much better. 

A united national service will make 
ticketing more efficient and user 
friendly and the significant profits 
would be reinvested into new stock and 
refurbished carriages. 

A more frequent service and joined 
up timetables with improved, publicly 
owned bus services will make access 
across the region easier. 

The Green Party would like to see 
less car use but that remains 
unrealistic until the public can trust 
public transport systems, afford them 
and enjoy journeys in comfort. 

■ EDDY BUTLER 

I would encourage commuters and 
train users to get in touch with me if 
they have any concerns which I would 
take up directly with the Abellio 
Greater Anglia managing director as 
well, if necessary with Network Rail. 

The main problem is that the rail 
service was put out to tender and due 
to our membership of the European 
Union we were obliged to accept bids 
from overseas companies that do not 
have the same interest in maintaining 
our assets for the benefit of the 
community. 

Abellio is actually owned by the 
Dutch government. In stark contrast to 
the situation in this country, the Dutch 
government gives heavy backing to its 
state-owned railway company. 

Our railway is owned by the Dutch 
government with the aim of making 
profit to benefit the people of the 
Netherlands. 

No real improvement can be expected 
in our rail services until they are 
brought back under national control, 
which can only be done if we leave the 
European Union. 

■ DAVE BROWN 

The railways need to be taken into 
public ownership. 

Twenty-two years of rail 
privatisation has meant 22 years of 
price hikes, worse services, 
overcrowding and massive profits for 
the train companies.

The fast-food outlet near the round¬ 
about junction of the Mil on the outskirts 
of Harlow is seeking to extend its opening 
hours from the current 6am to midnight. 

It said 20 jobs will be created if the 
proposal goes ahead. 

But North Weald Bassett Parish Coun- 
cill has raised concerns about disturbance 
and litter. Councillor Brian Bertram, who 
represents the Hastingwood ward, said: 
“There is a problem with litter over there 
at the moment, raised by local residents. 

“If lorries started turning up in the 
night it would be a matter of disturbance 
to residents and excess litter. Litter has 
been a problem in the past. They used to do 
a litter pick but I think they may have now 
stopped it. 

“The lorries would come in and park in 
the layby near the cottages and one of our 
main concerns is that it would wake the 
people living there up.” 


The parish council has also put on 
record its concern about the the envir¬ 
onmental impact round-the-clock opening 
times would have. 

At a meeting of the planning committee, 
Councillor Baden Clegg said: “I totally 
object to a 24-hour McDonald’s. I don’t 
think that the people who live next door 


will appreciate that when HGVs come and 
park. They will not get much sleep. 

“I don’t think they know what they are 
letting themselves in for. I just don’t like 
the idea.” 

In the application, McDonalds said said 
a voluntary consultation carried out by 
franchisee Tony Fagg found most people 


asked were in favour of the plans. 

Mr Fagg said: “If our application is 
successful, extending the opening hours of 
our restaurant would create 20 new jobs 
locally and allow us to provide a con¬ 
venient choice for our customers who are 
increasingly living outside of the nine-to- 
five routine. 

“We consulted extensively before sub¬ 
mitting our application to ensure we are 
having a positive impact on local res¬ 
idents. 

“This includes speaking to local res¬ 
idents, the police and speaking to the 
council’s neighbourhood’s directorate 
regarding various environmental initiat¬ 
ives working to minimise litter. 

“We are committed to this area and my 
main priority is to be a good, responsible 
neighbour and a valued local employer. 

“Whatever our opening hours, we will 
continue to work closely with any member 
of the community who has concerns about 
the impact of our restaurant.” 

The parish council will ask Epping 
Forest Council whether, should permis¬ 
sion be given, a condition can be imposed 
requesting additional litter picks in the 
area. 

The application will be discussed by the 
district council at a later date.

Schools taking a 
lead in training 

Partnership aims to solve staff shortages 


A SCHOOL in Harlow is one of three in west Essex 
co-ordinating a training programme at both 
primary and scondary levels which aims to provide 
“local teachers for local schools”. 

Burnt Mill Academy along with the Davenant 
Foundation School at Loughton and St.John’s 
Primary School in Buckhurst Hill are the lead 
schools in the West Essex Teaching School Alliance 
(WETSA) which was set up to share outstanding 
practice, raise standards and train new teachers. 

The partnership of eight west Essex secondary 
schools - which also includes St. Mark’s, Stewards , 
and Passmores - has already been successful in 
attracting applicants who train and are then 
employed by the school. 

The three lead schools are now recruiting recruit¬ 
ing locally for the School Direct Programme in 
response to a critical shortage of teachers in sub¬ 
jects such as mathematics, science, modern foreign 
languages, computing, technology and geography. 

The Government identified a number of “short¬ 
age subjects” and these now attract either bursaries 
or a salary grant depending on the subject and class 
of degree. 

Before starting their training the participants 
must gain experience in schools as teaching assist¬ 


ants, cover supervisors or in some other classroom 
capacity. 

They then work with Hibernia College UK using a 
combination of methods including online provision, 
in-school training and mentoring supported by an 
external tutor with subject expertise. 

The strength of the partnership has been recog¬ 
nised by the National College of Teaching and 
Leadership, with numbers taking part doubling 
from 12 to 25 in the past two years. 

There are currently 20 teachers allocated to the 
eight schools for 2015-2016 

The primary school training, which is being led 
by St. John’s and Burnt Mill is organised differently. 
Currently there are 17 trainees in primary schools 
across the area with that number expected to 
increase to 28 in 2015-2016. 

All of the 2013-2014 trainees found jobs and so far 
21 of the current 25 have secured employment locally 
from September. 

Chris Seward, headteacher of Davenant School, 
said: “All headteachers in west Essex are concerned 
about recruitment of teaching staff into the area 
and, consequently, we want to attract good people 
into starting their careers in our schools and, 
therefore, give us more supply in the years ahead.”

She packed the car with her then 
seven-year-old daughter Charlii, 
remembering to take her trainers ready 
for her regular early morning run, and 
drove the 175 miles home to find her dad 
with a terrible cough.

dreadful,” she said. “The trainers never 
got used as the next morning I insisted I 
take him to the local walk-in centre and 
from there he was ‘blue lighted’ to A&E 
and admitted to hospital. Just over two 
weeks later he died in hospital, dia¬ 
gnosed with a very nasty form of skin 
cancer. 

“I will always regret that we weren’t 
able to move Dad home or to a hospice to 
make those last days more comfortable 
and peaceful.”

Mums call for CCTV at children’s 
play area after act of vandalism 

THE possibility of installing CCTV cameras at the 
Weald Common play area are to be investigated 

The North Weald Mums fundraising group has 
approached North Weald Bassett Parish Council 
following incidents when a slide was littered with 
broken glass and graffiti was daubed over play 
equipment at the play area behind North Weald 
Village Hall. 

When the issue was discussed at a parish council 
meeting last week, a question was raised over the 
availability of electricity. However, a member of the 
public thought that it may be possible a supply 
could be sourced from either the village hall or the 
nearby electricity sub-station. 

NWM representative Sue Malpass said the group 
was prepared to raise the funds to meet the cost of 
the equipment and also to apply for grants. “I see 
CCTV as the only way we can try and deter what 
has happened up there,” she said. “I think it can 
only act as a positive deterrent.” 

Councillors agreed by eight votes to two that 
CCTV should be a priority for the site . 

More time for residents’ feedback 

RESIDENTS are being given more time to comment 
on concerns that two significant parts of the parish 
could be earmarked for development. 

North Weald Bassett Parish Council has decided 
to create a neighbourhood plan to allow people the 
opportunity to decide the future of the places where 
they live and work and choose where they want 
new homes, shops and offices to be built. 

However, Epping Forest Council has said it would 
be premature to include two “strategic” sites - 
Latton Priory and the Harlow gateway site off the 
A414 - in the plan while it was under a duty to co¬ 
operate with Harlow Council over their future. 

More than 60 people have responded to the parish 
council’s request for comments, with most saying it 
wrong for the areas to be excluded. The deadline for 
feedback has now been extended until May 15. 

No objection to clubhouse plan 

NORTH Weald Bassett Parish Council is not raising 
any objections to plans for a kitchen extension at 
The Squadron clubhouse at North Weald Airfield 
and an aircraft storage hangar on nearby land. 


Voluntary groups share 
in £73k grant giveaway 

Two Harlow charities among 26 in Essex to receive funding

TWO of Harlow’s network of volun¬ 
tary organisations have received a 
funding boost in the latest round of 
grants from the Essex Millennium 
Fund and Essex County Council's 
Chairman’s Fund. 

A £4,000 grant to help with the 
running costs of Harlow Volunteer 
Centre was given to Voluntary Action 
Epping Forest while Caring for Har¬ 
low Carers was awarded £3,300 
towards the running costs of a respite 
club in the town. 

The recycling project Epping Forest 
ReUse received £4,000 towards the 
rent for premises used for a furniture 
recycling project set up in 2012, while 
the Queens Hall Charity was awarded 
£811 to carry out urgent repairs to the 
sewerage system at a village hall in 
North Weald. 

Grants totalling almost £73,000 
were presented to 26 Essex-based 
charities and voluntary organisa¬ 
tions at a ceremony held at the Essex 
Record Office in Chelmsford.

Lusitania production

INCLUSIVE theatre company Razed Roof held a 
special event in the Gibberd Gallery this week to 
promote its forthcoming production about the sink¬ 
ing of the Lusitania, A Time To Remember. 

The group, which is based at Harlow Playhouse, 
has received Heritage Lottery funding to stage the 
show next month, 100 years to the day after the 
British ocean liner was torpedoed and sunk by 
German U-boat during the First World War. 

On Monday Razed Roof invited people to the 
gallery in Harlow Civic Centre to share their own 
family stories about life 100 years ago. 

On display were local items from the Museum of 
Harlow relating to that time and information about 
the Lusitania gathered by members of the com¬ 
pany. 

The centrepiece of the display was a large model 


of the liner which will be featured in the pro¬ 
duction. 

Over a cup of tea and a slice of cake, many of 
which were baked by people interested in recipes 
from that era, visitors were encouraged to share 
their stories and some took along photographs, 
certificates, articles and medals. 

Cake 

A group of students from Harlow College baked a 
‘trench cake’ similar to those which were sent to 
British troops in the trenches during the Great 
War. 

“It was a wonderful, insightful backdrop to the 
forthcoming show which will be a commemoration 
of the sinking of this huge liner on May 7 , 1915,” 
said a spokeswoman for Razed Roof. 

“The play will be in performance at exactly the 
time the Lusitania sank, a living memorial to the 
1,200 people who lost their lives on that day.”

Runner’s world record 


ON Sunday thousands of people will take part in the 
London Marathon, running just over 26 miles and 
raising hundreds of thousands of pounds for charity. 

But one man has just a completed an incredible 
feat of endurance by running around the world, a 
distance of more than 16,000 miles. 

It took Kevin Carr a year-and-a-half, 
during which he ran the equivalent 
marathon a day through 26 
countries. 

His started off from Dartmoor 
in the English county of Devon 
in July 2013 and followed a 
route which took him across 
Europe, India, Australia, New 
Zealand, Canada, America, 

South America and Ireland. 

When he finished he had set 
a new world record for the 
fastest time taken to run around 
the planet, beating the previous 
record by one day. 

“It was a bit harder than I had 
anticipated and took me a bit longer,” he told 
reporters. 

During the adventure he was hit by cars twice, 
suffered heatstroke in India and wore out 16 pairs 
of training shoes. 

He said: “I encountered some pretty scary 
things along the way, from packs of wilds 
dogs in Romania to the most extreme 
weather conditions imaginable, but the 
most frightening of all was coming 
face-to-face with bears.” ^

Ballet was a boost to spring spirits 


VISIT to a performance by the 
Harlow Ballet always gives a lift 
to the spirits and last night’s 
showing of the present 
production of The Nutcracker was 
no exception.

I cannot 
remember how many times I have seen this 
ballet over the past 70 years, but it is always 
as fresh as spring. 

Darcie Tyler was probably the youngest 
Clara I have ever seen but she was certainly 
amongst the best, her small brother Fritz, 
danced by the effervescent and talented 
William Smith, was splendidly naughty. 

The adult’s guests were suitably elegant 
and the child guests were delightful, I must 
single out the small girl in the plaid dress 
whose look of wonderment was a joy. 

The tiny moppets who danced the dolls 
were enchanting as only small children who 
are thoroughly enjoying themselves can be. 

The second act brings us to Clara’s 


dreams, dozens of tiny mice and a truly 
superb King Rat, Barry Gray, a newcomer 
to Harlow Ballet, and his fight with the 
Nutcracker Prince, the talented Joe Bishop, 
was magnificent. 

Joe’s splendid pas de deux with the Snow 
Queen, Alexandra Cowley, followed and 
with the kaleidoscope of snowflakes 
concluded the second act. 

The third act brought us the Sugar Plum 
Fairy, danced by the extremely professional 
Hannah Mehew. I liked the Spanish Dancer 
(Abbie Taplin) very much, all too many 
people think that Spanish dance begins and 
ends with Flamenco and there is so much 
more. 

Then came the Arabian and Chinese 
dancers and the wonderful dragon; Mother 
Gogotte and her children and finally the 
flowers and Clara’s awakening in the arms 
of her Godfather, the stalwart Steve 
Donovan. 

I have, I know, not mentioned everybody, 
with a cast of nearly 100 dancers of all ages 
and sizes mentioning everyone is 


impossible. 

The costumes were magnificent, but we 
expect nothing less from the talented 
Henrietta Branwell, wife to the clever 
director Michael Branwell, who for this 
show was also Clara’s father. 

I had only one criticism, please, corps de 
ballet, smile at the audience, show us how 
much you are enjoying what you are doing 
and we will enjoy this all the more. 

Yes, some of you smiled some of the time, 
but take a leaf out of The Nutcracker 
Prince’s book and smile all the time. 

Incidentally, I was pleased to see so many 
very small children in the audience as a 
former county drama advisor used to 
say...“the stage is for people, to perform, to 
watch and to enjoy”. 

In Harlow, we are fortunate to be able to 
do all three things - whatever our age or 
size.

Since leaving her hometown the 
23-year-old has gone on to star in Dexter 
Fletcher’s urban thriller Wild Bill and also 
won a role in the recent big screen adaption 
of Les Miserables. 

But she has become best known for 
playing Tina Fallon in Glue, a dystopian 
teen drama which aired on E4 last year to a 
peak audience of half a million.

SINGER-songwriter whose unique 
blend of “acoustic, sarcastic, 
English folk music” has taken him 
far and wide will perform at The 
Square next month.

Mike's TV Film of the Week 

WESTERN: BUCHANAN RIDES ALONE Film4, Monday 
April 27, 3.10pm 


THE Ranown Cycle was superbly written by either Burt Kennedy (four plus an 
uncredited co-write on Buchanan) or Charles Lang (Buchanan and Decision), 
they are all, essentially, variations on a theme - what it means for a man (Scott) 
to have a moral code in the Wild West, and stick to it. It seldom seems to have 
brought him much happiness. He’s a man of few words and fewer smiles, and 
always alone (in four of the films the prior loss of his wife is key). But he’s a 
survivor. 

Pitted against him are some of the most likeable, charismatic, complex 
villains ever to grace the big screen. Relaxed where Scott is rigid, chatty where 
he is taciturn (you’d much sooner have a drink with any of them than him), they 
nevertheless share a bond and a grudging admiration. 

More than once in the series, one of them saves Scott’s life - knowing it 
won’t cut any ice with him further down the line if they fail to see the error of 
their ways. 

Buchanan probably deviates the most from the Ranown template. Scott’s 
eponymous hero is positively chipper compared to his other characters 
(because he never married?) and the film follows suit, being lighter than the 
rest. 

It’s also set in one place, rather than on the move, and there is no one else in 
the series like Carbo (Craig Stevens), a man impossible to read. 

Scott doesn’t seem to be acting, Boetticher directs like the master he was, 
and the marvellous cinematographer Lucien Ballard adds lustre. Not the best of 
the bunch, but unmissable.

Eat the SHOKU-IKU way 


If we gave more thought to the food we eat, would we be healthier? Chef 
Makiko Sano introduces Kate Whiting to the Japanese concept of Shoku-lku 


ow often do you really think carefully 
about what you’re putting on your plate? 
After a hard day at work, it’s usually a 
case of quickly refuelling, isn’t it? And 
when you’re hungry, you’ll eat anything 
- never mind the calories. 

But there is a different way - and for once, it 
doesn’t involve a scary-sounding fad diet. Instead, 
the Japanese approach to food, Shoku-iku, means 
‘food education’, and was pioneered alongside 
macrobiotics in the late 1800s by military doctor 
Sagen Ishizuka, who believed the secret to health 
and healing was to strengthen the body from the 
inside. 

In June 2005, concerned by the effects of 
Western fast food, families not eating together and 
schoolchildren skipping breakfast, the Japanese 
government passed the Basic Law of Shoku-iku, 
making education about nutrition and food origins 
compulsory. 

As a result - as chef Makiko Sano, author of 
Shoku-iku! Japanese Conscious Eating For A Long 
And Healthy Life, explains - Japanese people are 
never on diets and never skip meals to lose weight, 
as they are consciously monitoring their 
nutritional intake with every meal, every day. 

“I don’t believe in diets,” says busy mum-of-four 
Sano. “I prefer to make sure I eat balanced meals. 

“You shouldn’t avoid what you like to eat, but 
it’s important to think about what you have been 


eating throughout the day, and make sure you 
don’t eat lots of your favourite unhealthy food. 
Simple food can be delicious, too,” she adds. 

In her book, she acknowledges that it will take 
time to retrain yourself to be more mindful about 
food, and to ditch the “just-grab-something 
attitude”. But by choosing food based on its power 
to invigorate, she insists you’ll feel “better, lighter 
and in control” - and soon it’ll become a way of 
life. 

According to Sano, who grew up in Tokyo before 
moving to London and opening sushi restaurant 
Suzu, the basic rules of Shoku-iku include the 
Buddhist-inspired Power of Five to boost variety: 
eating foods from five groups (grains, vegetables, 
fruits, protein and dairy) that appeal to your five 
senses, that contain five tastes (sweet, sour, bitter, 
salt and the savoury ‘umami’), and which aim to 
reflect five colours (green/blue, red/orange, white, 
black/brown, yellow). 

Sano has seen first-hand the difference that 
being mindful of what we’re eating can make; it 
helped her son, Leon, who was diagnosed with 
autism aged three. His behaviour improved 
dramatically when Sano changed his diet. 

“He is still autistic, but he is very caring and 
such a fun boy to be around,” says Sano. “He is in 
a special autistic school at the moment, but he’s 
doing very well. And I do believe that what he has 
been eating has helped him in many ways.”

Try these Shoku-Iku-inspired recipes for 
yourself... 

Full Japanese Garden Breakfast 

SERVES 2 

This is a quick, easy way of having eggs for 
breakfast. I always like to eat some greens at 
breakfast as well, as did all my family before me. 
This is a fusion of British and Japanese cooking 
methods and flavours - why not? I’m Japanese and 
I live in Britain - so I call it a ‘full Japanese’. Use a 
lidded saute pan. 

Ingredients 
Itsp rapeseed oil 
1 garlic clove, grated 

Large handful of kale, chopped into 1cm slices 
Handful of baby spinach leaves 
3 cherry tomatoes, quartered 
3 shiitake mushrooms, finely sliced 

3 regular mushrooms, finely sliced 

4 eggs 

1 quantity Garden soy sauce dressing (see 
instructions below) 

Finely chopped chilli (optional) 

Garden Soy sauce dressing: 

1 apple, grated 
1 carrot, grated 
1 onion, grated 
100ml soy sauce 
100ml rice vinegar 
80g honey or brown sugar 
Method 

Heat the oil in a saute pan over a medium heat, add 
the garlic and stir until fragrant. 

Add the kale with any water from washing still 
clinging to its leaves, the spinach, tomatoes and 
mushrooms and cook until almost tender. 

Hollow out four spaces and drop an egg into each. 
Put the lid on and cook over a low heat to steam for 
three to four minutes, depending on how you like 
your eggs. Transfer to plates and serve with Garden 
soy sauce dressing, sprinkled with chilli, if you 
want. 


Avocado and Pear Ouinoa Power 
Sushi 

SERVES 2-3 

I always wrap cling film around my sushi rolling 

mats before using, as this prevents the rice (or 

quinoa, in this case) from sticking at all. 

Ingredients 

200g quinoa 

Itsp white wine vinegar 

Itsp lemon juice 

Pinch of sea salt 

1 medium pear 

4-5 full sheets of dried nori seaweed 
1 avocado, finely sliced 

3tbsp pureed or mashed mango (mashed with a 
fork) 

Method 

Place the quinoa into a sieve and rinse well under 
cold water. Tip the rinsed quinoa into a saucepan, 
add 400ml of water and cook over a medium heat. 
Bring to the boil, then reduce the heat to a simmer. 
Cook for about 13 minutes until soft, stirring 
frequently. Drain well to remove any excess water. 

Put the cooked quinoa in a bowl and let it cool to 
lukewarm for few minutes. Add the mango puree, 
vinegar, lemon juice and sea salt to the quinoa 
while still warm and mix well. Transfer to a tray, 
spreading the quinoa thinly, and allow it to cool 
completely. 

Meanwhile, preheat the grill. Finely slice the pear 
and grill the slices for two or three minutes on each 
side. 

Place a nori sheet on a sushi rolling mat, long side 
towards you and rough side up, shiny side down. 
Spread one-quarter to one-fifth (depending on 
whether you are making four or five rolls) of the 
quinoa mix from the bottom to two-thirds of the 
way up the sheet. Place four slices of avocado and 
three slices of lightly grilled pear along the middle 
of the quinoa. Roll the nori tightly up to the end. 
Leave it to sit for two to three minutes to allow the 
seaweed to soften. Repeat to use up all the nori 
sheets, rice and filling. 

Cut each roll into six pieces, then serve. 

















The EYES have it 



ast week my mum remarked on how tired 
I looked, this followed with my daughter 
remarking on how tiny my eyebrows 
were, followed by my son saying I had a 
wrinkly, saggy thing under my neck.

“Eyes can be one of the first places to show 
signs of ageing due to the naturally thinner and 
more delicate tissue. Often if you have lighter 
coloured eyes you may be more light sensitive 
and prone to squinting. Or perhaps your sunny 
disposition means you are always smiling. 
Persistent or repetitive facial expression can 
accelerate the development of lines around the 
eyes. Of course for all eye colours, genetics and 
lifestyle are always factors. 

“Some moisturising formulas can protect the 
skin around the eye orbit provided they are not 
too oil rich or contain heavy mineral oils, as 
these will make eyes look puffy. 



Why should you 
treat your feet? 



TMI alert... (that’s ‘Too Much Information 1 , in 
case you were wondering). One of my big 
toenails is constantly threatening to grow 
inwards, so after softening in a bath, I have 
to dig the nail out of the surrounding skin 
and chop off the spiky bit. Regularly. 

Did that make you cringe? If so, you’re 
not alone. 

And you’re not going to like the next few 
months of (finally) warm, foot-bearing 
weather, either. 

Our collective hatred of feet is so rife that 
there’s even an I Hate Feet Facebook 
community, with 93,000 likes. 

And, according to a study by Bangor 
University, we rate our feet the least sexually 
attractive out of 41 body parts - in other 
words, pretty repulsive. 

Are you a fan of your feet? (Or anyone 
else’s). What are your top summer tips? 


“When choosing an eye cream first target the 
problem and then choose the formula. For 
puffiness, a fluid serum or gel should be used; 
fine lines and wrinkles should look for a silicon 
cream, whilst dry, tight or dark circles should 
look for a cream.”

■ Sleep with your head slightly raised on a

■ Food allergies can also cause puffiness and 
dark circles - if we eat the same foods day in day 
out, we can become sensitized to them - try 
cutting out a particular food you eat a lot of i.e. 
sugar, dairy and see if it makes a difference - give 
it a couple of weeks. 

If you suffer with fine lines/wrinkles try the 
following: 

■ Wear sunglasses with UV400 mark -1 use 
sunglasses at every given opportunity, squinting 
equals fine lines. 

■ Don’t smoke - it’s a given but smoking can 
make you look at least 10 years older. 

■ Never drag your eye area whilst removing 
makeup, use a specific eye-makeup remover to 
gently remove mascara etc. 

■ Pat your eye-cream on with your ring finger, 
as above any dragging of the area can cause 
crepey lines. 

■ Drink water before bed - fine lines are often 
just dehydration lines so drink up.

Foakes: I had to move for chance to keep wicket 


BEN FOAKES has revealed that 
he felt he had little choice but to 
leave Essex after being told there 
was “no chance” of him being 
able to keep wicket.

Foakes had forced his way into 
the Essex side as a batsman, and 
scored more than 1,200 runs at a 
touch over 31 for his home 
county, but does feel that keeping 
is the most important thing for 
him.

Teen keen to repay Grayson’s faith after making senior debut

HEAD coach Paul Grayson spoke 
at the beginning of the season of 
giving the Essex youngsters their 
chance in the County Champi¬ 
onship this season. 

And nothing epitomises this 
ethos more than the introduction 
of Daniel Lawrence into the four- 
day side. At just 17 years old, the 
batsman was handed his first 
County Championship start 
against Kent on Sunday.

“There was a little bit of chat 
that got the beans going. It was 
really enjoyable to be in it 
though,” he said. 

“It was good to be in there with 
Jamie. We are quite good mates 
and his job was just to see out the 
balls in any fashion he could.

Alex Read was again on the 
bench as boss Danny Chapman 
kept faith with Jamie Guy up 
front. 

On a blisteringly warm day, 
Needham took the lead with their 
first attack on 11 minutes and the 
confidence was stripped away 
from Harlow. 

Michael Brothers broke 
through on the left and pushed a 


dangerous cross to the far post, 
where Josh Urquhart failed to 
react quick enough to mark the 
lurking Sam Newsom, who slid 
home from close range to score. 

Needham made it 2-0 on 21 
minutes. 

Pope was left for dead as Luke 
Ingram broke through. His shot 
from the edge of the box was bril¬ 
liantly saved by Hawks keeper 
Andy Walker, but the ball fell 


kindly to Newsom who tucked in 
his second from close range. 

The Harlow defence was show¬ 
ing the reaction times of a barn 
owl in the middle of the day!

Goodhind upbeat as Hawks look to avoid play-offs

THE Hawks’ experienced former 
Barnet defender Warren 
Goodhind is keeping his fingers 
crossed that Danny Chapman’s 
men can avoid the “lottery” of 
the end-of-season play-offs, but 
knows it’s all out of Harlow 
Town’s hands.

Goodhind joined the club in 
October from neighbours 
Cheshunt, but has struggled 


with a series of niggling injuries. 

The centre-half knows Harlow 
are a huge threat offensively, 
with experienced former 
Colchester United striker Jamie 
Guy set to link up with fit-again 
Alex Read for the first time in 
attack against Thamesmead. 


“We have got two proven 
strikers now. There’s always 
goals in the team. 

“We’ve got our wingers, even 
at set-pieces. Popey [Craig Pope] 
has even pulled out a few in the 
last few weeks. We know we will 
score goals,” he added. 


Read ready to 
ignite Town’s 
promotion bid 

HAWKS boss Danny Chapman is 
set to start Alex Read in attack 
alongside Jamie Guy for the first 
time in Harlow Town shirts as 
they look to go out on a high 
against Thamesmead Town next 
weekend. 

Read has been out with a leg 
break since February but came 
off the bench to score against 
Needham Market and kick-start 
a dramatic Hawks fightback in 
their 2-2 draw. 

Harlow need to beat 
Thamesmead and hope that 
Needham fail to win away to 
Chatham. 

If Read scores he will reach 
the 40-goal barrier for the second 
successive season. 

“I half thought about starting 
Ready [at Needham] to be honest, 
but it was probably a week too 
early,” said Chapman. 

“There’s a lot at stake. I would 
rather have him going forward 
than start [against Needham] 
and break down. In my opinion 
it was the right thing to do, and 
that’s the one that counts. 

“We have two great centre 
forwards. Ready did really well 
when he came on. He and Jamie 
[Guy] are slightly different. 
Jamie is more of a hold-up 
player, while Ready is more of an 
off-the-shoulder player. It gives 
you options. I have got a nice 
decision to make.” 

Pressure on leaders 

Chapman says all the pressure 
is on leaders Needham as the 
two teams battle it out for the 
sole automatic promotion place 
in a final-day thriller. 

It is quite astonishing to think 
that Harlow could finish with 103 
points and still fail to go up 
automatically. 

Chapman said: “You’ve had 
the two best sides in the league 
as far as I’m concerned battle it 
out today and I think it’s only 
right that it goes down to the last 
game of the season to see where 
the title is going to go. 

“We can’t do any more. That’s 
down to other people. All we can 
make sure is we prepare 
ourselves right this week and we 
prepare to win the game next 
Saturday at home to 
Thamesmead. It’s up to the Gods 
what happens after that. 

“They [Needham] have got to 
go the Chatham and that isn’t 
easy as we found out the other 
week. The pressure is on them. 

“We had nothing to lose [at 
Needham]. We were 2-0 down, 
and as much as the game was a 
battle more than anything, we 
were winning that battle.”
